prices for frozen beef

‘The price of imported frozen beef 
should now range between 113 and 
11.20 per illo — depending on cut — 
the Ministry of Commerce said yes- 
terday. 

In its first Hst of “reasonable 
prices” since the November 4 cancel- 
jation of the meat subsidy, the Min- 
istry recommends the following re 
tail prices — those in parentheses 
are the old ones: 

Breast, IL13-1L14 (IL8.50-IL9.50); 
rib, ΤΙ 17.17.18 (1L13-1L14); and 
shoulder, L18-IL20 (L13.50- 
115.50). Frozen liver, formerly 
1L9.75 per kilo, shoukd now be sold 
fer a maximum of 133.50. 

In answer to ia question, a Minis- 
try official told The Jerusalem Post 
last aleht these prices were “recom- 
mended, but not official,” explaining 
‘that the rates are based on enquiries 
made by the Ministry’s Food Divi- 
sion, and informal understandings 
they had reached with the heads of 
the country’s supermarket chains, 
the Merchants Association and the 
Chambers of Commerce. 

The only “official” prices promul- 
gated by the Ministry are those of 
approximately 100 basic grocery 
ttems whose maximum resale prices 
were published in July. Meat and 
meat products are not included in 
the list.
